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either in number employed, amount invested, or value of production. It is a very common saying that 

when the farmer is prosperous the entire Nation and business of the country is in a good condition. If 

erops are poor or a failure every one is either directly or indirectly affected. While crops are dependent 
in a large measure upon the conditions of the soil and the conditions of the weather, yet it is impossible to 
produce good crops unless good seeds are used to start with, and never before in the history of our country has 
this been so thoroughly realized as itis at the present time. 

The Department of Agriculture at Washington is devoting large sums of money, employing hundreds of 
expert men and establishing stations in different sections of the country, developing and trying new varieties 
of seeds, all looking forward to producing either better-varietiés or larger quantities. Every state in the Union 
has one or more experimental stations in which the work is being carried on. Nearly all of them publish 
bulletins from time to time which are free for the asking. In some parts of the west lecturers are traveling 
around in a special train giving lectures in the various towns instructing and teaching the farmer in regard 
to the selection of seed and the growing of crops. 

Vegetable seeds are a necessity and a very important department in any seedsmen’s business. Flower 
seeds, while not a necessity, add a great deal to the pleasure and beauty of either private or public gardens 
or parks. But the most important department, we consider, in any seedsmen’s catalogue are the varieties of 
seeds which are listed under Farm Seeds and which include the different varieties of grains that go to make 
up a large portion of the farmer’s income. The growing of seeds for seed purposes has become a science and 
the old-fashioned, hap-hazard, slip-shod method of saving seed from most any kind of a crop has nearly pass- 
edaway.
